India, the Commission under His Majesty 's Royal Sign Manual appointing His 
Excellency Shri Chakravarti Rajagopalachari to be Acting Governor-General of 
the Dominion of India was read by the Secretary to the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Home Affairs at the Government House, New Delhi, in the 
presence of the Chief Justice of India und the Members of the Cabinet. 

The oath of Allegiance and the oaths for the due execution of the office of the 
Acting Govornor-General of the Dominion of India were administered by the 
Chief Justice of India.

Ordered that a copy of the Proclamation mid copies ot the foregoing orders 
be sent tor information to tho Ministries of External Adairs and Commonwealth 
Relation; Finance; States; Iniormation and Broadcasting; Defence; Food; 
Agriculture; Law; Commerce; Railways; CommumcuUonB ; Health; Education; 
Works, Mines and Power; Relief and Rehabilitation ; Labour; Industry and 
Supply; Ministry without Portfolio; Financial Adviser, Military Finance; 
Private Secreturv to the Governor General; Military Secretary to the Governor 
General; the Registrar, Federal Court; the Ministry of Finance (States and 
External Affairs); Cabinet Secretariat; Constituent Assembly; whence such 
orders as may be necessary will be issued forthwith. 

Ordered that the information of the accession of His Excellency Shn 
Chakravarti Rajdgopalaehari to the office of tho Acting Governor General of the 
Dominion of India be sent to the Provincial Governments and Chief Commis- 
sioners noted below; — 

The Governments of West Bengal; Assam; the United Provinces; Bihar; the 
Central Provinces and Berar ; Madras; Bombay; Orissa; and East Punjab; tho 
Chief Commissioners of Delhi; Ajmer Merwara; Coorg; Panth Piploda and 
Andaman and Nicobar Islands.
